Letters to the Editor 


Editor, Florida Skip: 

Here is a little incident that 
took place last summer, that 
may be of interest.

REPORT FROM S.E. ARRL DIRECTOR 


Tom Moss, W4HYW 

This is the first of a series of letters, 

The result of the survey taken last spring was a bit 
discouraging as for the percentage of replies received, 
However, the information extracted from the replies has 
been and will continue to be of valuable assistance in 
making decisions on a number of issues. 

The main disappointment in the number of replies 
received from the survey centered around what I considered 
a very important issue to both sides, and that was the 
Incentive Licensing issue, I had hoped to get avery 
good projection of how the division felt on that issue, 
but the comment was a big surprise to me, Over 100 
members completely abstained on that issue, and another 
100 offered comment that encouraged me to determine 
the facts, and follow my own judgement, I had also con- 
ducted the survey to give the opposition to the Incentive 
Licensing program a chance to register their feeling, 
since many felt that they had not had a chance to do so. 

The complete results of the questions concerning this 
issue will be given in the next letter, , 

This being our first year on the Board of Directors, 
we chose to follow a policy to meeting with department 
heads of the Headquarters, and discussing our plans and 
needs, This does not mean that we will not be bringing 
some of them before the next meeting of the Board of 
Directors in accordance with the members wishes as 
expressed in the survey. 

The reapportionment issue came up as a result ofa 
situation existing in the Southwestern Division in Calif- 
ornia, Director Crossley of the Atlantic Division supported 
Director Meyers in asking the headquarters for a study 
of a new section, I requested after conference with our 
Vice Director, that Mr. Crossley and Mr. Meyers allow 
the question of a new section in South Florida or some 
kind of reapportionment for the two Florida sections be 
considered by the Communications Department at this 
time, although we did not know the result of the reap=

portionment question in our survey. 

I would like to add that I do not hold to much feeling 
of optimism for the Communications Department to 
approve any reorganization of Sections or Divisions, How= 
ever, this is a question that will be pursued or dropped 
in accordance with the wishes of the membership of 
the Southeastern Division, and I, therefore will appreciate 
any comment on the matter, 

The VHF question was brought up by Director Myers 
also, mainly due to some large sections in his division, 
He feels that they are not situated so as to make any large 
multiplier scores, especially during the lean years when 
the band is not wide open, I have heard comment favorable 
to both sides, but I am open for more comment from in- 
dividuals or VHF club groups. 

In the absence of any information to use as a beginner, 
it has been necessary to start from scratch and bring all 
the radio clubs affiliated with ARRL into good standing, 
That work was progressing very well We had to let up 
on it to handle some other projects, However, that work 
has been resumed and by the end of this year, most of 
these clubs previously affiliated will be back in good 
standing, and we will have a good number of newly affiliated 
clubs, 

I encourage these clubs to let me know their opinions 
on various issues, I have appointed assistant Directors 
so that every club will have some direct representation 
in the policy making of the division, 

I would like to urge that we continue our Support of 
the ARRL building fund, 

I urge all of you to encourage membership in ARRL. 
If you take part in ARRL activities you have a direct 
effect on their policies. 

Again, I would like to urge all of you to let me have 
your comment at any time, so that we may represent 
you, the membership of the Southeastern Division. 

All the best to you and your’s for 1965, May Ham Radio 
continue to help make our lives more productive though 
our contributions to public service and through our experi- 
mentation in the field of electronics.

What’s 
This 
Toroid 

Bit? 
The Old Timer 


Toroids are not new; aS we mentioned last month, they 
really were our first transformers. To this writer’s knowledge 
they were used in Western Electric telephone equipment prior 
to 1918 in a form referred to as ‘‘Retard Coils’’, It was only 
natural that they would be selected as filter chokes in the first 
DC power supplies for vacuum tube transmitters which came 
into their own in 1920. 

The early versions were rather crude compared to the 
sophisticated toroid of today. Mny early toroids were in the 
form of a coil with the core made of steel wire wrapped 
through the center of the winding. One audio transformer, called 
the ‘‘Hodge-hog’’, resembled a toroid since the core was com 
posed of many soft iron wires projecting through the center of 
the winding. Each iron wire was thenbent around the outside of 
the coil in the general path of the magnetic field, 

Present day toroids are practically all made of flat ribbon 
core material, This flat ribbon is wound in a continuous spiral 
very much like a tightly wound clock spring. If you were to 
examine these cores carefully, you would find the wound up 
ribbon core material to be of a very fine grade of silicon 
steel, probably not over two or four thousandth thick, The 
tight assembly is enclosed ina close fitting plastic or aluminum 
box preserving the original toroid shape, Each ‘‘laminated’’ turn 
of the spiral core is insulated by means of a thin film of fine oil 
to prevent ‘‘eddy currents”’ which might cause excessive heating. 

The wire used in winding toroids is generally of a much better 
grade than the wire used in a common transformer. Machine 
winding, described last month in detail, places the wire very 
uniformly thorough and around the core as shown in the illus- 
tration. ‘‘Formvar”’ is just one of the manytypes of wire used, 
This comes in single layer of enamel for simple low voltage 
windings. Double or triple layer enamel will stand as much as 
1000 volts between turns. This wire is so tuff that two pieces 
may be twisted, placed in a bench vice and squeezed flat with- 
out breaking down the insulation, 

If you were to wind a 600 volt secondary by hand, you would 
soon find it to be a very tedious job with many, many splices 
necessary since the wire must be treaded in and around the core 
from start to finish, This job is usually done on a special wind- 
ing machine, A split-ring bobbin is mounted on the machine and 
the operator proceeds to wind the bobbin full of the wire he 
wants to eventually wind into the toroid, 

With the bobbin full and the toroid in position, the machine 
proceeds to wind in and out as the bobbin spins around the 
core laying the wire in an even layer as it progresses radially 
around the core. Of course, it may benecessary to splice when 
the bobbin does not contain enough wire. The illustration will 
give you an idea of what one winding looks like, 

Ah exact center tap is very easy to obtain, First, the bobbin 
is filled with TWO wires side by side, After winding into the 
toroid the two separate wires become two separate windings of 
exactly equal characteristics, The ‘‘start’’ of one and the 
‘finish’? of the other are cleaned and soldered together to form 
the mid-tap. This places a great voltage stress on adjacent 
turns throughout the winding, but as mentioned before, the in=- 
sulation on this wire is far superior to anything normally 
handled and is next to mica in quality. 
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I’m sure by now you are wondering why bother with toroids 
with all this complication, Well, the secret is that the actual 
path around the core is shorter and the winding can be spaced 
completely around the core to a greater advantage, cutting the 
actual winding length for a given number of turns. A shorter 
winding length means less overall resistance, so, therefore, 
more current carrying ability for a given size of wire. No. 29 
wire normally rated for 125 MA in a 60 cycle transformer can 
be made to carry 750 MA for brief periods in a tightly wound 
toroid without danger of burn-out, The toroid becomes a tight 
mass of copper with capability of dissipating a great amount of 
heat since little space is lost in insulation, 

There is very little core-loss in the toroid compared with 
the normal laminated power transformer, Core kiss is very hard 
to define since it appears in many forms, First, the very 
exists which varies with the frequency of the exciting current. 
A second loss occurs at but-joints in transformers but, of 
course, is absent in the toroid, Since thisis a form of ‘‘leakage’’ 
and since the flow of magnetic energy is inductive, we call this 
loss ‘‘leakage reactance’, Toroids have a very smallamount ol 
leakage reactance, Perhaps the streamlined shape of the 
would ribbon core contributes most to reducing normal core 
losses, 

Nearly all transformer cores will saturate if they are pushed 
hard enough. DC flowing in the winding willcause saturation of 
the core unless we allow an air-gap in this core, Saturation is 
detrimental in Audio and most Power transformers because this 
is a condition of ‘no reactance’’ or simply no inductance, The 
microscopic air-gap that exists between the individual but-to- 
but laminations helps to prevent saturation and contributes 
sufficient stability in this respect for all practical purposes. 

The power toroid is essentially a DC device, As such we 
welcome this saturation, The power toroid is bi=stable and 
readily ‘‘flip-flops’’ at the command of the exciting current. 
The associated transistors are alternately turned on and off 
by the fly-back action which occurs between alternate directions 
of saturation. During moments of saturation, practically no 
reactance exists so, therefore, maximum DC current flows. 
Efficiences as high as 90% may be obtained with proper de- 
sign, The storage battery opens the door to real portable or 
mobile power conversion when useful powers upto 500 watts 
input are required, 

Ferites and powdered iron are used in RF applica- 
tions, Exceptionally high Q characteristics are obtainable with 
toroids as filter elements. It is very hard for the novice to 
realize that such an active device as the ferite toroid can 
have a bad fault, i.e., instablitiy. An element of such high Q 
might start to revolutionize the crystal in some low frequency 
applications were it not for this instablity. It is very evident 


that this instability is caused by non-linear time element 
between saturate and non-saturate condition, Most ferites that 
have the highest Q are the most sensitive to heat, saturate too

Next month we will go into the actual design of a Toroid 
Power Supply which may be operated from a 12 volt storage 
battery.

Last month we discussed 
some bare facts about C, W. 
and now here are some sug= 
gestions for practice mater= 
ial, 

1, The characters you are 
to copy should be sent at a 
speed equivalent to 16 to 20 
wpm, Learn one character 
at a time by having it re- 
peated over and over until 
there is no doubt as to what 
it is, Every time you hear 
it, write the letter on the 
paper, (You have to do that 
for the FCC), Copying in your 
head can come later. 

2. Spacing between char~ 
acters should be not less 
than 10 wpm and most times 
faster, That means, 50 or 
more characters should be 
sent during the period of 
one minute, You must learn 
to recognize the character 
immediately with out dwell- 
ing on thinking what it is, 
This is one of the greatest 
difficulties encountered by 
the student, Trying tore= 
member what the character 
is will very effectively cause 
him to miss the next four or 
five characters, 

3. Contents of the copy can 
be half plain language and 
half mixed letters, If you 
have difficulty by trying to 
anticipate the finish of a 
word, then code groups 
should be the principal copy 
material, Punctuation sym-

bols should be sent arbitrar= 
ily after the half way mark 
in learning the letters, To= 
ward the end of learning 
all the characters, figures 
should be included, Copying 
figures only is a pleasure 
and most fascinating; but a 
figure injected into plain 
language or code groups can 
very effectively cause a skip 
in copy unless they have 
been learned as a part of 
normal receiving, 

4, Sending the code should 
not be attempted by the stu= 
dent until all characters of 
the alphabet have been learn- 
ed and the proper sound of 
the code firmly impressed 
on the mind, Learning to 
handle the key and making 
code characters properly 
comes rather easily AFTER 
a thorough knowledge of the 
code has been attained, 

5. How to get practice ma- 
terial, Ifyou have a receiver 
that will tune the amateur 
bands, there is ample copy 
on the air for any capabil- 
ity. Lacking a receiver, a 
number of very good disc 
records are available at your 
local electronics distribu- 
tor. Records that feature 
code groups rather than plain 
language are preferable be= 
cause plain language is soon 
memorized, A tape recorder 
is most beneficial since it 
can copy code sent by an 


individual or ‘‘off-the-air’’, 
and then used for repeated 
practice atconvenient times, 

6. By doing a little re- 
search, you can find an am- 
ateur in your area (they are 
all over the place) who will 
be glad to send you some 
copy for recording or will 
give you code practice at 
regular intervals, It is up to 
you to hunt up the facilities, 
and the people, Amateurs 
who are willing to help you 
are not going out looking for 
you. And remember, if you 
Want to put consistent energy 
and practice into learning 
the code, you can find many 
helpers. If you are looking 
for an ‘‘easy way’’ to get 
some of it to rub off on the 
week end, -- forget it. It 
isn’t worth the effort on 
either your part or the other 
fellows. 

If you are going to learn 
the Morse code == be happy 
about it; want to do it and 
be determined to think about 


it constantly; practice re= 
ceiving it regularly, always 
just a little bit faster than 
you can comfortably copy = 
always reaching but never 
thinking about the character 
that has past, After youhave 
mastered the code, it is like 
riding a bicycle or swim- 
ming, It’s yours for keeps,

sires, Machines are usually 
readily available on the sur= 
plus market for anywhere 
from 50 dollars on up, de= 
pending on the model and 
condition, The parts to modi= 
fy yourtransmitter can 
usually be found in your junk 
box, but won’t cost over three 
dollars at any parts store, As 
I mentioned before, a simple 
converter can be built from 
all new parts for less than 35 
dollars and for less than 10 
dollars if you use junk box 
parts, Many versatile ham§ 
have invested ina second 
transmitter for teletype 
operations, and you will find 
that even low power(such as a 
6146 or 807 in the final) will 
give very satisfactory 
results, One caution, though: 
be sure that your VFO is as 
stable as you can possibly 
make it, All of you know how 
hard it is to copy a sideband 
station that drifts or FM’s, 
but let me assure you that it 
is even more difficult to print 
a teletype signal that drifts 
or chirps. One of the best 
small commercial transmit- 
ters for teletype is the John=- 
son Ranger, which is now 
available for a reason- 
able price on the used mar- 
ket,

on teletype equipment and 
operation, may I suggest that
